TSUD OFFICIALS ATTEND 
ACCREDITATION CONFERENCE IN ATLANTA 


Officials from Troy State Univer- 
sity at Dothan took part in the 95th 
annual meeting of the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Schools (SACS) in 
Atlanta on December 9-12. More than 
4,000 participants attended workshops 
and seminars on more than 100 topics and 
took action on accreditation issues, 
setting policy for the regional accred- 
iting association. ; 

Delegates attending the anmal 
meetings are educational professionals 
including faculty and administrators 
representing the more than 12,000 ac~ 
credited public and private schools and 


colleges, universities, occupational 
institutions, and secondary and elemen- 
tary schools. 


The TSUD self-study process was 
initiated * January 1988 and concluded 
with the SACS visiting committee in No- 
vember 1989. During the period from 
January 1990 through April 1990, recam- 
mendations were addressed and responses 
were prepared by TSUD officials for re- 
view by the Commission on Colleges. 

Dr. Harrison commented that men- 
bership in the Southern Association of 
Colleges amd Schools is a statement say- 
ing that the quality of programs and 
services at TSUD are being met. He also 
pointed out the fact that being accred- 
ited by SACS assures students, present 
and potential, that their program of 
study equates to high-quality pirograms 
on a national level.

{SUD ENROLLMENT REACHES 
ALL-TIME HIGH 


For the first time in the 
of Troy State University at Dothan, stu- 
dent. enrollment has passed the 2,000 
mark. Enrollment at TSUD contimues to 
increase despite a national trend of 
decreasing college enrollments. For 14 
consecutive quarters, the University has 
experienced an enrollment increase over 
the same quarter of the previous year. 
The 1991 Winter Quarter enrollment is an 
impressive 2,033 students, a 10.2 per- 
cent increase over the 1990 Winter Quar- 
ter figure. In fact, the present quarter 
count surpasses this past fall quarter's 
enrollment, an urusual occurrence in 
most traditional colleges and universi- 
ties. 

The Office of Institutional Re- 
search and Planning (IR&P) and the Of- 
fice of Planning, Management, and Eval- 
nation (PME) enrollment pro- 
jections in 1988. By using demographic 
studies and enroliment trends, these two 
offices projected that enrollment would 
reach 2,000 by the 1991 Fall Quarter. To 
the surprise of many, the 2,000 mark was 
surpassed three quarters early. 

The 1991 Winter Quarter marks the 
initiation of the "Wiregrass Interinsti- 
tutional Agreement" between TSUD and 
Wallace Community College. This agree~- 
ment states that a first-time-in-college 
student Cannot be admitted to TSUD, a 
fact that may leva led some to believe 
that TSUD's enrollmem would decrease 
Sligiwtily. 

Iie. Jack Sublette attributes the 
enroliment increase to the fact that 
TSUD is providing the programs, services 
and facilities needed inthis area. 
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"TSUD will continue to provide a univer- 
sity education of high quality," said 
Sublette. 

Dr. Thomas Harrison commented, "The 
future for TSUD is limited only by lack 
of vision and lack of resources. TSUD 
faculty and staff have both the vision 


and the energy to locate the necessary 
resources."

TSUD GOES ON-LINE WITH 
COMPUTERIZED ARTICULATION PROGRAM 


. Students desiring to transfer to 
Troy State University at Dothan from 
certain Alabama two-year colleges will 
be able to benefit from a computerized 
articulation program being offered 
by TSUD and area two-year institutions. 


This program will allow a student, 
upon enrolling in certain Alabama two- 
year colleges or during their terwre at 
the college, to visit the counseling 
office or to come to TSUD and receive a 
computerized curriculum guide and con- 
tract which will clearly identify for 
that student what courses he needs to 
take at the two-year college that are 
equivalent to TSUD's courses in his pro- 
gram of study. This contract will be 
honored for a period of three years fron 
the signature date. If a student enters 


must be mentioned that if there are un- 
foreseen changes in TSUD's curriculum 
made by outside agencies (State Depart- 
ment of Education, SACS, etc.), the con- 
tract will be void. 

The two-year state colleges that 
currently participate in this articula- 
tion program are George C. Wallace State 
Commmity College in Dothan; Lurleen B. 
Wallace Commmity College in Andalusia; 


two-year state community and janie col- 
leges in Alabama will become a part of 
the articulation program, along with the 
two-year colleges in the panhandle re- 
gion of Florida and southwest Georgia. 

Students can benefit enormously 
through this program by being able to 
chart a course of study from the begin- 
ning of their education process for 
transfer purposes to TSUD. Students can 
use the guide to know exactly what to 
take at the two-year college, and they 
will have a signed contract that their 
appropriate course work will transfer to 
TSUD. The greatest advantage for TSUD 
will be the ease in the recruiting pro- 
cess for transfer students.

Dr. Jack R. Sublette and Ms. Am 
Wells have been selected to participate 
in the Wiregrass Leadership Institute, a 
leadership training p established 
by the Southeast Alabama Regional Plan- 
ning and Development Commission. 

The. Institute, consisting of mem 
bers from Barbour, Coffee, Covington, 
Dale, Geneva, Henry, and Houston coun- 
ties, will offer an intensive six-month 
course in community strategic planning, 
group dynamics, resource development, 
and team building. Participants will 
examine issues that will impact this 
region for the next ten years-~the en- 
vironment, changing labor markets, busi- 
ness climate. The class will be divided 
into county teams which will work ona 
project throughout the course, giving 
them hands-on use of the skills they are 
being taught. ; 

"The Wiregrass region is blessed 
with a great number of people who are 
willing to roll up their sleeves and go 
to work. Often a lack of self- confi- 
dence, limited knowledge of how the po- 
litical system works, of where they can 
find resources prevent them from being 
as effective as they might be. What we 
have established is a program that will 
address these factors," stated Larry 
lee, Executive Director of SEARP&DC. 

The institute will meet every three 
weeks for a six month period.
